THEY'RE T-O-U-G-H 


Americans have had some funny ideas. They would 


go around saying "The bigger they come the harder 
they fall" at the same time they were telling each other 
that America couldn't be licked because she was too 
big and powerful, that man for man the Japs didn't 
have a chance because they were small and Americans 
were big guys. 


They would declare that America never could lose 


a war because America never had lost a war. Of course 
they didn't mention the fact that Japan also was an 
undefeated champ. And they forgot Japan never had 
been invaded, which is more than can be said for the 
United States. 


These illusory ideas and pat pratings have now been 


pretty well disabused. Let's hope we haven't lost them 
too late. We should have lost them a long time ago. 


Writing hi the current Infantry Journal. Maj. Harold 


Doud, U. S. A., tells of the training that has made the 
Japanese such tough soldiers. Major Doud spent six 
months in 1934-35 as a guest officer of the second com- 
pany, seventh regular infantry of the imperial Japanese 
army. That autumn the company held its "dog days' 
training." Quoting from Major Doud's article: 


"The 12-day autumn exercises were devided into 


three four-day exercises. . . . One day we marched 37 
miles. Twice the troops went three days and two nights 
without sleep except what could be snatched during 
10-minute halts and brief lulls in the situation. 


"The last four day period was the most strenuous. 


We started out at 5 in the morning and marched almost 
continuously until 10 the next morning. In that time 
we covered 56 miles. The same night everyone was 
occupied with outpost duty and patrol. . . . 


" 'Why not let some of them sleep?' I asked the cap- 


tarn. 'Oh, no,' he said. 'That is not necessary. They 
already know how to sleep. They need training in how 
to stay awake.' " 


These tough little yellow men were even then get- 


ting ready to fight us fat and sassy Americans. While 
we were calling them soft touches, they were driving 
to make themselves so hard that in due time we would 
turn out to be the soft touches. 


Major Doud saw the Japs toughening up in 1934-35. 


The question can fairly be asked: has his story been 
told before? If not, why not? The Infantry Journal 
might have rendered a service to the Army and to the 
nation by carrying this story in every issue of the past 
seven or eight years.

non-governmental organization in 
the country. 
Today we are en- 


gaged, in a bitter war requiring 
Red Cross operations which will 
cost more than the Roll Calls can 
provide. 
This makes necessary 


the large War Fund appeals. To 
conserve the man-power of the 
Red Cross and its millions of cit- 
izen volunteers for their operating 
duties, the Red Cross has decided, 
barring unforeseen 
emergencies, 


"to combine its 1942 Roll «Call with 
the next War Fund Campaign 
which is expected to be launched 
early in 1943.
